in  all  its  branches  may  be,  if  pollible, 
kept  and  preferved  together  whole  and 
intire  in  my  manor,  houfe,  in  the  pa- 
rifh  of  Chelfea,  fituate  near  the  phytic 
garden,  given  by  me  to  the  Company 
of  apothecaries  for  the  lame  purpofes;
